The ruinous forest fires in Northern 
Ontario last summer have directed 
the attention of many people in this 
province to conditions which present 
an equal has^zd. Ontario's fires were 
the product of settlers burning their 
slash without any supervision or gui- 
<Uncc whatever. To prevent a repe¬ 
tition of the disaster tn the next dry 
year, the OnUnu Government will 
probably give theu forest rangers and 
other officers full control of clearing 
fires by n simple system of issuing 
permits. 

Brituh Columbia, Quebec, Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick and most for¬ 
ested states of the American Union 
took similar steps some years ago to 
guard the livfea and property of set¬ 
tlers and save local supplies of tim¬ 
ber from exhaustion. 

Remedial action against bush fires 
In Ontario was prompted by the death 
of 262 men, women and children, and 
it is hoped that no such lesson will 
be necessary ia this province before 
preventive measures are taken. Year 
•after year, Ontario declined, to super¬ 
vise settlers' fires and the inevitable 
penalty was exacted. The Claybelt 
fires cost Ontario this year in prop¬ 
erty losses alone more than t^plvc 
tiroes the amount spent on the entire 
forest ranging service, and now 
cornea a further burden of gifts and 
loans to rehabilitate the settlers.* 

Most of our new settlement is go¬ 
ing into the northern areas in or near 
the forest. Those in charge of forest 
patrols assert that settlers’ fires are 
the greatest source of damage to the 
province's sole supply of timoer. Un¬ 
til the provincial authorities co-oper¬ 
ate with the settler, through issuing 
permits to burn, and insisting upon 
reasonable precautions, the reduction 
of our timber must go on. The grea¬ 
ter part of the north is non-agricul- 
tural soil and to strip it of forest by 
haphazard fires brings no advantage 
to anyone and leaves the province 
permanently poorer.

An invrstigjtiun of 
the cotton situation in Kuisia. how¬ 
ever, does not seem to wsrrant the 
conclusion that Russia will increase 
its put chases of raw cotton from the 
United States. In Turkestan, in dis¬ 
tricts north of the Oxus River, there 
is a greatly increased production of 
cotton. 1-argc areas of new country 
are being opened by irrigation, and 
the rapid extension of the Bokhara 
railway system, which now has a ter¬ 
minus only about 500 miles sway 
from British. India, at Pcshawur, haa 
brought great additional tracts of cot¬ 
ton producing country into easy com- 
in&ucation with the Russian market. 
Leading aut orities in the cotton 
trade in Russia estimate that within 
about ten years Russia will not need 
to import any American cotton at alL 
American seed is being rapidly sub¬ 
stituted for native sred. snd improved 
American machinery for ginning, etc., 
has been extensively introduced It 
is believed that Russian Turkestan, 
together with the Caucasus district, 
could, if fully developed, easily pro¬ 
duce all the cotton that the Kussian 
Empire would require for many years 
to come, notwithstanding the steady 
increase in population.
